Planting At Rate of 50 Acres Daily. 


While a lot of conversation is be- 
ing bruited about in many parts of 
the Everglades section of Palm 
Beach county concerning new cane 
acreage and sugar mills, Osceola 
Farms Company is going right 
ahead planting cane and making 
plans to erect a new sugar factory 
five miles east of Canal Point. 

In an official statement released 
this week through The serene 
News, the treasurer, A. Fanjul, J r. 
, said the sugár'mifi would be : 
on schedule from. Louisiana and ar- 
“tive in Canal Point on or, before 
“Dec. 15, 1960. In the meantime 
work is going ahead on planting 50 
acres of cane each day with a crew 
of 180 men working at the opera- 
tions site on the farm formerly 
owned by Alex Ramey of Canal 
Point. Mr. Fanjul said foundatioa 
work for the mill has been started 
and will continue on schedule to be 
completed in time for arrival of the 
factory from Louisiana. 

The complete statement as re- 
leased by Treasurer Fanjul is 
printed herewith: 

In reference to your request re- 
garding some information from 
Osleola Farms Co. and objectives 
of the same for publication in your 
newspaper, I am happy to give you 
the following information in hope 
that you may extract sufficient 
data for your prospective article. 

Osceola Farms Co., a Corpora- 
tion, organized under the laws of 
the State of Florida, will establish 
a sugar factory on the old Alex 
Ramey property on Conners High- 
Way, six miles east of Canal Point, 
with a capacity to grind an average 
of 2,200 tons of cane per day during} 
the first grinding season which is 
to start in November 1961 and con- 
tinue through the first part of 1962. 

This factory will be erected with 
equipment purchased from Vermil- 
ion Sugar Factory and component 
parts of Slacks and Loisel E 


ries, all located’ in Louisiana. 
Equipment of the same will be 
transported by railroad car direct- 
ly from Louisiana to Canal Point 
and all equipment in question is 
scheduJed to arrive prior to De- 
cember 15, 1960. This will be trans- 
ported later by truck to the farm. 

Preparations for the erection of 
the factory are starting immedi- 
ately. Presently Osceola has start- 
ed its excavations for the founda- 
tions of the building it proposes to 
erect and foundations are expected 
to be ready by the end of the cur- 
rent year. 

With regard to the’ agricultural 
aspect, Osceola has under lease ap- 
proximately 4,000 acres and ex-

Therefore, | 
this sugar factory will bring a pay- 
roll to more than 1,000 men in the 
Glades area.
